Some of the officers were able 
to state that the equipment of their corps 
was practically complete, and that there 
were algo in their possession, or at command 
if required, the wagona, carts, and horsrs 
macessary to, make their corps mobile. 
Others pointed ont that their battalions 
were not perfectly furnished with ordinary 
necegsaries.

Mr. Francis, with reference to the fact 
that a jury had boon asked for by. the other 
side, said he had just suggested that there 
was really no necessity for a jury. 

His Lordship said he was quite prepared 
to take tho responsibility of doaling with 
the cage himaelf, and he did not think 
there was any necessity for a jary. Fe 

The Attorney Goneral having concurred, 
the jurymen called were relieved: from 
further attendance. 

Mr Francis said the plaintiff was Mr J. M. 
Johannes of J. Mo Johannes & Ov, mor- 
jchanta, Batavia, and the defondant was Mr 
F.'D. Sassoon, resident partuor in Hong- 
kong of the mercantile firm of D. Sassoun 
Sons &Co,, Bombay. The suit commonced 
in 1882. - Tho petition set forth that the 
plaintiff employed the defendant aa agent 
to receive and sell. certain goods for the 
plaintiff, and the defendant's firm promised 
to dispoze of the said. gooda and to render 
an account of the transaction to the plain- 
tiff and to. pay over the monias recoived 
therefor. In pursuance of this contract 
tho defendant recsived from the plaintiff 
on 14th. September, 1882, ten chests of 
Persian opium, which he ackaowlodged, but 
bad neither rendered any true account of 
the disposal of the opium nor of the monies 
roceived therefor. The plaintiff therefore 
claimed $5,00 } damages and costs of the suit, 
The defendant in his answet admitted that 
ha was’ resident: pnrtner of the firm of D. 
Sassoon Sons and Co,, Hongkong, but said 
he was not a partner of any firm in Bombay 
carrying on busindks by tho name of D. 
Snssoon Sone and Co. “That ‘denial, - Mr 
Francis said, the plaintiffaccepted. The two 
firms wore separate and distinct, In an- 
awer to paragraph 3 the defendant atated 
that the plaintiff did not employ the de- 
fondant or his firm as sgents to seli or 
disposo of the plaintiff's goods, nor did the 
defendant. or his firm'make any auch pro- 
mise or enter into any such agreement as 
to selling or disposing of any goods for the 
plaintiff or 2s to’ rendering’ an accuunt 
thereof. In answer to paragraph 4 the de- 
fondant enid his firm did not on the 14th 
September 1882 or at any othertimereceive 
opinm to sell and dispose of for the plaintiff 
or make to tho ‘plaintiff any acknow- 
ledgement of such ‘receipt, or’ that they 
held any, opium ‘for ‘the -plaintiff, Do- 
fendant also said that if his firm 
of D. Sassoon Sons & Op. did make ‘any 
promise to bold or sell any opium for 
plaintiff, it was only on the understaading 
that the plaintiff would purchase and ship 
certain sugar to the order of the-firm of D. 
Sassoon’ Sone & “Oo. of Bombay, and. the 
plaintiff.never having fulfilled such condi- 
tion never untitled himself to have: such 
promise carried out, The defendant farther 
said if be did make sny unconditional 
promiso he- was induced to do sa by the 
fulso representations of the plaintiff, that 
he. had made or was making or about to 
make # cortnin purchase and shipment of 
sugar and paying for the samo, it being 
known and understood by both partios that 
the sole purpose for which the opium was 
placed on plaintifi’s order was to méot such 
pyyment. Mr Francis proceedod to soy 
that-on the face of thess pleadings three 
or four issues wore raised, some of them, 
he ‘presumod, morely: as a matter of form, 
The second paragraph denied that there 
was any: agreement; thot, he presumed, 
could. not be insisted. upon, . Paragraph
